5. Claims.9, 10, and 15 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 15: 

The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a selector transmission 
comprising a single transmission input shaft, a plurality of fixed transmission input gears, 
a first countershaft, a first plurality of idler gears, first through third coupling devices, a 
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reverse gear shaft, first and second reverse gears, a second counter shaft, a second 
plurality of idler gears, a transmission output shaft, and a mechanical conversion device, 
as recited in claim 15; specifically, wherein the selector transmission includes the single 
transmission input shaft and the plurality of fixed transmission input gears is situated on 
the single transmission input shaft and arranged in an input gear sequence as recited in 
the claim.
